CoNVKNTION. 

The National Association of the 
Deaf was represented at the Conven- 
tion of Teacliers at Delavau by three 
fraternal delegates appointed in re- 
spouse to an invitation from Dr. 
Dobyns at the Colorado Convention. 
The delegates were A. ly. Pach, P. 
J. Hasenstab and W. I. Tilton, 
some of those first appointed being 
unable to attend. A letter from Mr. 
Tilton K'ves a full account of the 
work, from which the following ex- 
tracts are made : — 

" We followed closely your in- 
.structions to present our case with 
all |x>ssil)le courtesy and in a man- 
ner to give no offense whatever. I 
took the ground that we were sim- 
ply the guests of the Convention, 
and were lx)uud by all the rules of 
hospitality to .so conduct ourselves 
that our jiresence would be a cause 
for pleasure and remembrance. We 
were introduced to the Convention 
following the business session, Tues- 
day morning, Dr. Oallaudet presid- 
ing, and were most courteously re- 
ceived. In fact, it almost amounted 
to a demonstration. Havin' 
chosen siKjkesiiian for the dell 
1 s|x}ke as follows, orally, Mr. Has- 
enstab translating into signs : — 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentle- 
men of the Convention : It is un- 
necessary for us to express the plea- 
sure that we have in appearing be- 
fore you today as fraternal delc^^ates 
from the National Association of 
the Deaf and extending greeting on 
behalf of that organization. At the 
{\,l(ii ilo vSprings Convention we had 
the [lic.isure of receiving, as repre- 
seutives of the Teachers' Associa- 
tion, Drs. Dobyns and Argo, and we 
are glad of this opixjrtuuity to ' re- 
turn their call.' 

" You are doubtless familiar with 
the object and aims of the Associa- 
tion, which may be broadly stated 
as having in view the welfare and 
advancement of the deaf as a whole ; 
and you are doubtless also aware 
that it.s ti ' .hip embraces over 
three hii (>r«*.sentative and in-

way that your eliorts in behalf of 
deaf children, educational, moral, 
spiritual, industrial and social, have 
noi I.. ( ti in vain.

UIRS AKTRR I,ON(5 ULNRSS. 

It was with feelings of the 'pro- 
foundest soirow that we learned of 
the great bereavement of the family 
of Mr. Alexander and Sophie Meisel, 
who lost, by untimely death, their 
youngest son and brother Cyrus, 
July 18, 191 1, at 11:50 A.M. 

There is something particularly 
sad in the fact that Cyrus' death 
came on the very day when many 
friends sent out birthday cards of 
cordial greeting — for the anniversary 
of his natal day occurred on the fol- 
lowing day. 

Cyrus' death was primarily due 
to a cold contracted over a year 
ago. while on a visit to his grand- 
parents, which developed into 
pneumonia of a serious character. 
He pulled through this, but was 
left with a very weak heart and later 
developed into a dangerous case of 
heart trouble. The end came when 
he was seized by a sudden attack of 
heart failure. 

The news that he had passed 
away came as a severe shock to his 
family ; his poor mother was pro- 
strated and his wide circle of friends 
were shocked and grieved as evinced 
by numerous letters and telegrams 
of condolence. 

His devoted mother was constant- 
ly with him through all his illness. 
His father and his brother, Samuel, 
did all that could be done with an 
a&ection which was unwearied in its 
countless ministering attentions. 

Their skilled and faithful family 
physician. Dr. J. W. Kdgerly, their 
nurses and noted specialists, did 
everything in their power to heal 
and comfort. 

Sad, indeed, is the death of this 
lovely, promising lx)y — ahand.some, 
robust child, fine of form and fea- 
ture, with a strong, classical head, 
and a healthy, glowing countenance. 
He grew to be five feet seven, of a 
jovial disposition, brimming over 
with humor and fun. 

Cyrus Meisel was born on July 19, 
i8i>6, right where the great Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Station is now locat- 
ed. From his childhood he was an 
unusually bright, precocious lad, ol)- 
servant and very clever in mani- 
pulating everything that came to his 
notice. His parents being deaf, 
when but seven years old, he devis- 
ed an electric apparatus that would 
indicate at which door of their 
apartment entrance was being 
sought. At twelve, he constructed 
most cleverly, a wireless telegraph, 
with his own hands, at a nominal 
cost— a neat piece of work — and has 
sent and received mes-sages to and 
from miles distant. Wireless posts 
can be seen on the roof of his home, 
from a distance. 

He acquired his studies at school 
with ease and was a ready writer, 
concise and to the point. Was an 
assiduous reader of goo<l literature. 
Though not deaf hiuKsclf he learned 
to use clear, expres.sive signs and, 
at all times, cheerfully interpreted 
stories and oral conversations to his 
less fortunate parents and friends. 
I le took a keen interest in doings of 
the deaf and in the work of the 
Fanwood School in their successful 
and enviable record in coui)tetition 
with the hearing community in 
literary, athletic or military con- 
tests, and marvelled at the excellcQce 
of their deaf military baud. 

The funeral took ])lace from his 
late residence, ,?<)2 Cypress Avenue, 
on Thursday, July 20th, at cue 
o'clock. 

The body was encased in a white 
casket and there was an abundance 
of llowers, sent by relatives, friends 
and iieighl>"rs, as a token of love 
and admiration for the manly child 
of fifteen summers. 

Rev. Dr. M. Fried ofl'iciated, ac- 
companied by an interpreter. His 
address was simple, impressive and 
yet so eloi|uent and afTecling, there 
was not a ■' ■.

He referred feel- 
ingly to the untimely taking away 
of tins good soul, commending the 
.stricken ones to Him, who, in 
His infinite wisdom saw fit to recall 
this loved one home first, to a bet-

Following .services, the remains 
were placed in a white hearse and, 
accompanied only by relatives and a 
few friends, were laid to rest in 
Union Field Cemetery. The ser- 
vices at the cemetery were short — a 
prayer was offered and and the 
hymn.

As is well known tbe motion was 
never submitted to tbe committee. 

Mr. Hanson's argument in de- 
fence of his course is pretty much 
on this order.

Mr. Hanson holds me up to tbe 
view of your readers as a warning 
example of the way in which things 
should not be done in matters of tbe 
N. A. D. He inflates his chest and 
pats himself thereon as a virtuous 
example of the lawful and orderly 
way of doing things. 

For example, be deprecates with a 
sad, grief-stricken countenance, my 
habit of railroading — my dear friend 
is welcome to use this expression — 
motions through tbe committee, and 
by way of contrast and with a joy- 
ous smile points to his own ox-cart 
and ice-wagon methods. 

As usual , our good friend dodges 
tbe point at issue. He did not 
withhold tbe Freeman motion in 
order to give his — by his own im- 
plication — thick witted, wooden- 
headed committee confreres an op- 
portunity to learn one another's 
views. Far from it, I have his 
statement in black and white that 
be did not cboose to present the 
motion, because he thought there 
was no need of hurrying a decision. 
Our portly friend knew as well as 
you or I, Mr. Editor, the i>ositions 
and preferences of a majority of the 
committee on the subject at issue — 
whether Atlanta should have tbe 
convention of 19 13 or Omaha. He 
knew that if the motion were put 
then and there, Atlanta would have 
won in a walk.

Tbe plain truth is that the several 
questions that came before my com- 
mittees were of a nature as to admit 
of a ready answer by each individual 
member, when it came to casting 
a vote. I point with pride to the 
fact that the dissenting votes on 
the numerous motions I submitted 
to my three committees numbered 
less than those on any almost impor- 
tant motion Mr. Hanson has so far 
submitted. I also point with satis- 
faction to tbe circumstances that all 
the really neces.sary legislation 
during my last administration was 
accomplished within thirty days 
after the adjournment of the Nor- 
folk Convention. 

One result was that for three 
whole years Colorado Springs was 
the cynosure of the eyes of the 
educated deaf of the whole country. 
Every body wished he could come, 
and everybody who could, did come. 
We had a convention to Ije proud 
of, a convention that lifted the N. 
A, D. to a higher plane than it ever 
reached before. All Mr. Han.son 
bad to do was to let well enough 
alone and to adopt my modus 
operandi. I was anxious for the 
success of his administration, and 
the exj)erien(e of the past was to 
the effect that nothing was so apt 
to keep up enthusiasm as a quick 
decision as to the next meeting 
place. Had Atlanta been selected, 
I am confident the A.ssociation 
would have close to one thousand 
members in the South enrolled now. 
Had it been Omaha, the clans in 
Kansas, Nebraska, Missouri and 
the entire Central West would have 
responded with a vim. Interest in 
the Association would be way above 
what it is now. 

But all this has nothing to do 
with the point at issue. The 
Atlanta deaf are eminently justified 
in accusing Mr. Hanson of Mis- 
conduct. No matter what bis per- 
sonal opinion, the P'reeman motion 
should have beeu submitted then 
and there. The burden of the 
decision would rest with the entire 
committee and not upon Mr. Han- 
son individual. 'Tis true, 'tis pity ; 
pity ,tis 'tis true. 

I have one more point to raise. 
There was recently a vote taken on 
a matter of very great importance 
to the Association — the Moving 
Picture Fund. This vote as given 
out stood five to four in favor of 
a measure advocated by Mr. Han- 
.son. Two of the five votes were 
cast by members who had not paid 
their dues up to June i, when the 
fi.scal year of the Association begins. 
At the time they were NOT 
members of the Association, and 
therefore not of the Executive Com- 
mittee. Properly those two votes 
should be thrown out, and tbe result 
stand four to three against Mr. 
Hanson's wishes.

There is a form of megalomania 
in which the afllicted person .sees all 
the trifling faults of his fellow men 
magnified into wilful depravity, 
while, at the same time, he i.s oblivi- 
ous to his own defects, which may 
be greater and more reprehensible 
than those which he fancies he sees 
iu others. The Secretary of tbe 
National Association of the deaf is, 
apparently, so afliicted, and will re- 
ceive attention. It is the acme of 
impertinence for a .subordinate of- 
ficial to assume that tbe errors, real 
or fancied, of his superior confers 
the license to deride him in the 
public press, and that the oflBce of 
.secretary carries with it the pre- 
rogative to go behind or question 
executive edicts. Such minor of- 
ficial has no discretion iu matters of 
this kind. He is simply the instru- 
ment through which orders go to 
make them bindiug. Consequent- 
ly the pretended fears for conse- 
quences on the part of the Sec. of 
the N. A. D., in the matter of the 
printing of proceedings of the N. A. 
D., were pusillanimous and really 
tend show him up in his true light. 
There could be uo more glaring- aud 
convincing au illustration than this 
of the hypocrisy of this Secretary 
and his gaug iu their efforts to dis- 
credit president Hanson, and of the 
character of the arguments they 
employ to conceal their mutiny aud 
disloyalty. 

The mocking suggestion relating 
to the creation of au attorney- 
general, was entirely gratuitous aud 
demonstrates an utter lack of balance 
aud dignity. 

There is no excuse or palliation 
for such talk as this. 

It is very fortunate that such un- 
warrautcd aspersions should be ban- 
died about at this particular time 
again.st the head of tbe N. A. D,, 
when the minds of its members are 
so deeply concerned with other seri- 
ous (juestions that demand conceu- 
trated study. 

It is this .silly clap-trap, given out 
by its secretary, who is supposed to 
know what he is talking about, 
which have caused most of the pre- 
judice against the N. A. D., and it 
certainly is high time the interests 
of the N. A. D. and the good of its 
service demand that this official 
should forthwith cea.se supplying 
misleading and irrelevant data to 
the papers with which to excite uu- 
just ridicule and prejudice agaiust 
the N. A. D. or its president. It is 
simply inexciisnble for an official to 
peri^etrate - 'berate exaggera- 

tion and nn _ . iitatiou of coudi- 
tious, and there can be but one reason 
for it— namely, the desire to humi- 
liate President Hanson. 

The N. A. I), is not going to per 
mit itself to be made a laughing; 
.st(Kk of, and any of its servants who 
presume upon their office to do this, 
do it at their jjcril. 

I am now going drive home my 
previous remarks and show that the 
logical outcome of them should bear 
fruit in an increa.sed membership of 
the N. A. D. 

Iu the ordinary course of events, 
had things beeu permitted to go as 
they did 30 years ago, when no N.

I am quite aware that I here 
tread on debatable ground, but I 
have no doubt whatever on this 
point, that no matter what the A.s- 
1 has not done, what it has 
s all been in the direction of 
improving the ])ositJon of the deaf, 
while as to what it could do if it had 
the supfiort of the entire Inxly of 
the deaf, as it ought to have, there 
is no end to the po.ssibilitics. 

The deaf are, as a class, of more 
than ordinary Intelligence, aud 
necessarily so, but why It is that 
they do not see it to their advantage 
to unite and work together for a 
common end, passes my comprehe- 
sion. Almost every other class of 
jjeople are so organii^ed that when 
occasion requires they are at once 
ready to act with decision and tell- 
ing effect. 

The deaf should set aside petty 
differences, and theii " mid not

' I vidual would only listen to 

reason aud sink selfishness and self, 
if the counsels of bear and forbear 
could only prevail, tbe policy of 



uuion, rather than disintegration, 
adopted, they would soon be on a 
different footing. Above all, let it 
be the duty of each of us to cultivate 
the habit of thinking for ourselves. 
Because some of our companious 
have a grudge against the N. A. D. 
or its officers, on account of iniagiu- 
ary grievances, and refu.se to be as- 
sociated with it « that is no reason 
why each of us should act iu the 
same way. 

The enemies of the N. A. D. are 
a crafty set, and the deaf will realize, 
sooner or later, that they have no- 
thing to gain and everything to lose 
by association with them and help- 
ing them in their .schemes, aud by 
analyzing every phase of tbe ques- 
tion, they will arrive at tbe decision 
that if, after all the hard work that 
has beeu done to receive recognition 
of their rights is to have any abid- 
ing result, the N. A. D. deserves 
the heartiest support of all of them.

By carefulness we meau to have 
or show a regard conceruiug .some 
person, thing or event.

By being careless we will 
never success, and will at all times 
be goiug down the ladder step by 
step.

Before a very young child leaves 
its mother, she always says " take 
heed and be careful." The child 
takes this to heart aud says " all- 
right." A few minutes later the 
mother is alarmed with the news 
that her child has been killed by a 
train. The mother, terrified, is uow 
heart-broken, and says, "Oh! what 
a fool 1 was to let such a young child 
go alone. ' ' • 

Well, this is a sad ca.se of careless 
ness. Had tbe mother beeu more 
careful about her child, maybe this 
youth might have grown up to be 
an important factor iu our laud. 
Carelessness robbed the life of this 
child. 

In our own printiug-office, the 
apprentice is very careful to .see that 
his "case" is free from " pi." One 
tyjjc being out of place will cause a 
great deal of disturbance when the 
time comes to set up the " copy." 

Our bodies are like au engine, and 
we must be very careful to supply 
it with coal and to clean all its parts 
thoroughly. If we left our body 
aloue and allowed it to be dirty, 
then it would soon dwindle and die. 
But, if we are careful, then we will 
grow to be tall, hale aud hearty 
young men, willing to work, and 
ready to be careful in all undcrtak 
ings iu life's long campaign. 

If the engineer on a train finds 
fault with the engine, and the train 
does not run correctly, then it is 
his business to detcrmiue where aud 
what the mistake i.s. If he is care- 
less, aud does not care whether the 
train runs wrong or right, the eu- 
giueeer is apt to sacrfiie the lives 
of others just because of his care 
Icssucss. When jiadding a canoe, 
the least bit of carelessness, as we 
all know, will turn it turtle. If the 
canoe is paddled with carefulness, 
seeing that each stroke is moved 
with correctness, then the canoe 
will glide over the waters smoothly. 
In 1H18 Na|>oleon Bonaparte lost 
the famous battle of Waterloo 
through carelessness. He was a 
brave man, but tlid not fight for his 
country's sake. He wauted to 
show the world how powerful he 
was, till Wellintgon overran him 
and defeated him. Another ca.se of 
careles.sness is shown at a battle 
during the Civil War, between the 
Confederate Army, under command 
of General Early, and the Unionists 
under vSberidan. Sheridan de.serves 
the credit for being careful, while 
Ivarly's carelessness allowed him to 
be whipped in tbe battle of Cedar 
Creek. General Sheridan was very 
wary iu the battle, and determinded 
to be careful and not risk a battle 
against ' so skillful a general as 
Early. Early, becoming careless, 
scut a detachment of bis army to 
Fetensburg, and allowed Sheridan 
to attack him and his army. Pope, 
the distinguished poet, in one of hi 
narrations quotes : 

"• » » Thu* wiaely carelew, iuaocently 
gay."

An interesting piece of histtny is 
connected with the origin of the 
word " hurrah." The exclamation 
is fully a thousauil years old, and 
dates back to the time of Rolf, or 
Rollt, the flrst Duke of Normandy. 
Rolf was a famous viking, or sea 
robber, a respectable pr()fessiou in 
thofle days. With bis band of 
followers from Norway he sailed up 
the Seine and ravaged the country 
on each bank, laying town« waste 
an<l killing all who opposed him. 
At last Charles the Simple, the 
King of France, was wise enough to 
make a treaty with Rolf, ceding to 
him the country now known as 
Normandy, and giving him the 
princess in inairiage, the conditions 
being that Rolf shouhl became a 
vassal of the king and embrace 
Christianity. To these ll«lf readily 
agreed, and become in time a good 
inler of this realm. He caused Ihe 
ruined towns to be repaired, 
pi'ot(H;ted the farmers ami nia<le 
robtiery unknown. He died in 971, 
leaving Normanily much bettter 
than he found it. 

The Frenidi people called Rolf 
" Ron," and during his rule a law 
was made that if any man was iu 
danger himself or caught his (Mieiny 
doing any damage he could raise 
the cry, " Ha ! Ron 1" and so in- 
voke justice in Rolf's name. At 
the soinnl of the cry everybody was 
bound on the instant to give chase 
to tho olTender, and whoever failed 
to respond must pay a heavy fine to 
Rolf himself. Thus originated our 
word "hurrah."— i>V^.

Then he has all by himself erect 
ed a milk liou.se, doing the carpen- 
ter, plumbing aud concrete work 
himself.

Tho flooring of the 
milk house is of concrete and the 
building is supplied with water 
from the water works. He built 
his own i>oultry houses and has 
now about 300 chickens on hand.

The quantity of n lise 

brought into the Unitetl ^ the 

fiscal year 1911 is materially less 
than in 1910. The value of the 
year's imports shows a fall of 29 
million dollars, or about 2% below 
those of the high record of 1910, 
but in most cases the decline in 
quantity is greater than this slight 
fall in the value would indicate.

Itia proposed to create u tneniorial 
to the late Rev. ThoniaH Gallnudet, 
D.I)., by the erection of a Parinh 
IJuilding for St. Ann's Church for 
Duaf-MuteH. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, Jnst west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
Boino twunty-live feot back from the 
lino of the ntioet to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building an above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church ediliceaud be a center 
of rellKious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped duiing his lifetime to see the 
erection of this buildiuK, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his nan-e has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most (ittiug memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of groiiuil about forty-tlve foet 
Along the street front and tweuty- 
flve feot in depth. It will be three 
stories In height, with a basement, 
aud will he used for tht« social, re- 
ligious aud industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Huilding" will 
be about $3U,UUU, and the building 
Itself, iu Its position aud purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples They themselves 
heattily endorse the memorial.
